Therefore, when the statesm en of 
the earth reached the tardy conclusion 
that the encouragement of opium 
smoking really did not pay, the gaunt 
giant of the poppy fields was ready to 
be bowled over, writes Allan L. Ben 
son. 
At this propitious moment the 
United States government, which had 
never sought to fatten on the opium 
traffic, initiated a world-wide 
fight 
against it. 
That was two years ago. 
China, 
which for 700 years had alternately 
fought against and 
wrung 
revenue 
from its greatest national weakness, 
rallied for another attack. 
First an edict went forth that every 
Chinese official who smoked opium 
must forthwith cease to do so. 
Then the common people of China 
were notified that they, too, must soon 
stop. 
The common people, however, 
were given ten years in which to taper 
off the habit to the vanishing point. 
China also entered into an agree­ 
m ent with Great Britain to decrease, 
year by year, the area devoted to* 
Poppy culture in China and in India. 
Of course one does not need to go 
far to find the reason for A m erica, 
opposition to the opium-smoking habit. 
As a people, we do not burn the poppy’s 
blood, and are not greedy enough to 
care to continue to collect the $6 a 
pound tax that we have levied on the 
opium that the Chinese and the white 
degenerates want to smoke. 
But how 
comes it that England, which once 
fought for opium with her armies and 
her fleets is now openly against it? 
i 
And how comes it that China, whose 
public officials have so long fattened 
on the taxes wrung from the traffic, is 
I 
sitting beside England? Back of these 
, 
circumstances is a profound economic 
j 
fa c t 
This fact is that opium smoking does 
not pay. 
It never paid—but shorter 
sighted 
governmental 
officials 
long 
thought it did. Yet the changed view 
has not its origin in the failure of 
| 
tariffs and imposts of various sorts to 
wring enormous sums from those who 
smoke the Oriental pipe. 
Here is the 
real story in three sentences: 
Men, to pay taxes, must first be 
born. 
After birth they must have strength 
and industry. 
And they must not die until they are 
too old to work. 
Now see what opium does: 
In those families where the father 
I 
smokes opium the average number of 
children is 1.09. The few children who 
are born and who reach m aturity are 
poor workers, and they die young. 
Here is the world crying for ef­ 
ficiency and 
prodigious 
production. 
Mere are the great nations scanning 
their budgets and their industries in 
desperate desire to raise the enormous 
sums with which to maintain their 
armies, increase their navies and carry 
on their other great governmental ac­ 
tivities. 
And here is opium palsying 
the hands that could turn many a 
rwheel. 
Is it any wonder that the poppy 
fields are giving way to rice, and that 
the American congress has passed a 
bill excluding smoking-opium? 
The 
•statesmen of an older school, it is true, 
would have done otherwise. 
They 
would have clutched the penny-tax and 
lost the ultimate dollar. But even 
England is no longer so unwise. Eng­ 
land knows that ner Dreadnoughts 
were not launched from poppy fields; 
th a t they were made possible only by 
the well-worked mines and mills and 
farm s of England. 
And while she is 
aw are that she could continue to reap 
a pittance from the poppies, she is 
now seeking bigger things. She wants 
to tax the greater products of vigor­ 
ous men. 


Y ct w hat a fight it has been for 
China to see this happy day when the 
world’s interest in this m atter has be­ 
com e'like her own! 
It’s a fight that 
began 700 years ago, and it illustrates, 
as 
nothing else 
can, 
the 
peculiar 
strength 
and the peculiar weakness 
that are inherent in the Chinese char­ 
acter. 
It also affords one of the few 
illustrations of the superiority of au­ 
tocratic government over poDular rule. 
For while the people 
of the opium 
habit, always vigorously fought for it, 


countries, where It had been known 
for a hundred years prior to the Chris­ 
tian era. And at first it was used only 
for medicinal purposes. Then, as now, 
many 
Chinese 
were afflicted 
with 
fevers, and opium helped them. 
Meantime the Turks had introduced 
opium into India, where the natives 
soon engaged in its cultivation on a 
large scale. 
The Chinese,* after form- 
ing the opium habit, then bought their 
supplies in India. At that time there 
was a considerable export trade from 
China to India, and the junks that car­ 
ried other merchandise from the Celes­ 
tial empire brought back the raw ma­ 
terial from which opium is made. 
In 1368 the habit had become so 
widespread that the emperor, noting 
its ill effects, issued an Imperial de­ 
cree against the use of and the traffic 
in opium. 
In the original decree he 
prescribed only moderate penalties for 
its violation, but as his subjects did 
not obey him, he increased the sever­ 
ity of the penalties until death or trans­ 
portation became the lot of every 
one who persisted in the use of the 
baneful pipe. 
And, as the Chinese 
had then been 
smoking opium 
less 
than 50 years, they broke off the habit 
just as an American youth who has 
smoked tobacco only a year or two 
can give up the use of tobacco. 
But, like the American boy who 
swears off” and then in two months 
goes back to his tobacco, the Chinese 
in a few years resumed the use of 
opium and again a stern emperor 
stopped it. 
Nor wras opium again 
smoked in China until the latter part 
of the eighteenth century. 
British rule having been imposed 
upon India, the government in 1757 
granted to the East India Company a 
monopoly of the trade in opium. The 
East India Company at once cast its 
ej'es Chinaward. There it saw an em­ 
peror who had forbidden tho importa­ 
tion or use of opium; there it also saw 
laws fixing the opium smoker’s penalty 
at death. 
But there it also saw Chi­ 
nese gold, and plans were at once laid 
to provide the Chinese with opium 
whether their emperor would have It 
or not.. 
The scheme devised was for Brit­ 
ish ships to lie off Chinese ports and 
deliver opium to such Chinese mer­ 
chants as might come out to buy. And 
the plan worked so well that in 1790 
600.000 pounds of the forbidden pro­ 
duct were sold in China. 
Of course the Chinese government 
did not sit idly by. 
It cut off a few 
hpads and sent many persons out of 
the country for the country's good; 
but the smoking of opium went on. 
W hat’s the threat of death to a man 
who wants to do something’ Around 
the world in England at that very mo­ 
ment men were stealing five-shilling 
purses and being hanged for it. And 
the Chinese continued to smoke their 
opium. 
In 1830 the East India Com­ 
pany sold to them and they smoked 
2.500.000 
pounds. 
The 
East India 
Company was becoming rich and the 
British government took toll from its 
trade. 


History records the fact that in the 
year 1837 the Chinese emperor screwed 
up his courage and talked fight 
The 
sale of opium to his subjects must 
stop. The supply ships that were lying 
outside his harbors must clear out. If 
they didn't there would be trouble. So 
he said in his proclamation. 
The British East India Company 
treated him as if he were a chattering 
child. 
Not a ship moved. 
Not a 
Chinaman came after opium who did 
not get it. Everything went on as be­ 
fore. 


But the emperor was no chattering 
child. 
He was a raging, roaring old 
man. He felt precisely as the Boston- 
ers 
did when the tea-laden 
British 
ships came in after their tax. 
And 
he did precisely what the citizens of 
Boston did—boarded 
the ships, by 
proxy 
of course, 
and 
dumped 
the 
opium 
into 
the 
ocean—3,000,000 
pounds of it! 


Of course this act was construed by 
the British to constitute a cause for 
war, and hostilities were opened as 
soon as the aggrieved persons could 
get their guns into action. This was in 
1840. 
The Chinese, even In that day, 
were as poor fighters as they are now. 
In a little while a British fleet had 
M 
atu re d Chusan. 
The next year the 
ogue forts fell, and then Canton, 
Amoy, Shanghai, Chapoo, and a lot of 


1850 he saved them the trouble t i ­ 
dying. 
From that day until two years ago 
no Chinese em peror dared say any­ 
thing against smoking. 
The Chinese 
raised popples in nine of the eighteen 
provinces of their country, and would 
have raised more if the climate and 
the soil had been suitable. 
From an 
importer of the drug China has be­ 
come an exporter. 
Almost all of the 
opium that is brought into the United 
States comes from the Flowery king­ 
dom. 
No longer does it pay tribute 
to Britain for its supplies. 
Britain 
can tax the trade in her own India, 
but that’s a good deal like trying to 
lift herself by her own bootstraps. And 
as was said at the beginning, when a 
national vice does not pay it is in a 
bad way. 
The Chinese consul In New York 
was sought to throw light on the ef­ 
forts of his government, after 70 years 
of silent resignation, to free Its sub­ 
jects from the opium habit. 
He was 
educated at George W ashington and 
Columbia universities and speaks Eng­ 
lish well. 
“VV ill the Chinese," he was asked, 
"be able to break off the opium habit 
in the ten years in which they have 
been given to do it?" 
"I think so," he replied. 
"The gov­ 
ernment has already taken extraordi­ 
nary measures to curtail the sale of 
the drug, and the increasing difficulty 
with which it may be obtained will as­ 
sist victims of the smoking habit in 
breaking off. 
It used to be, for in­ 
stance, so that any coolie in a city 
need not go more than half the length 
of one of your city blocks to find a 
place where 
he could 
buy all the 
opium he wanted or could pay for 
more than that, there were in all Chi­ 
nese 
cities 
places 
where 
anybody 
could go to smoke the pipes and other 
appliances 
being furnished 
by the 
proprietors. 
These places were for 
the accommodation of the poorer class 
of Chinese who could not afford to 
own pipes. It was the custom of Chi­ 
nese laborers to drop Into these re­ 
sorts two or three times a day and 
smoke, just as an American laborer 
ma> take a glass of beer at noon and 
another at night 
"All this is now changed. 
The Chi­ 
nese 
government has imposed 
the 
same sort of regulations upon the sale 
of smoking opium that many, American 
municipalities have imposed upon the 
sale of liquor. 
If the public officials 
of America were suddenly ordered to 
stop smoking cigars I imagine the 
command would be obeyed only with 
the greatest difficulty by some of the 


‘Yet the healCfe of such Aa these In- • 
variably soon gives way. 
First they 
become 
ghastly thin—sometimes al­ 
most approaching the skeleton s ta g e - 
then they lose strength, ambition and 
lastly life itself. 
"In the country It is different. Many 
farmers who raise poppies do not 
smoke opium. As a result they have 
good health and live long. 
It Is not 
unusual for a Chinese farmer to reach 
the age of 70 or 80 and occasionally 
one hangs on until he is IOO." 
Those who have believed that opium 
smoking is a natural vice in China will 
perhaps be surprised at the consul’s 
statem ent to the contrary. 
Yet this 
statem ent is verified by the fact that 
Chinas birth rate remains moderately 
high, notwithstanding the low rate In 
the cities, where opium is u*ed. 
But, if the consul’s statem ent be sur­ 
prising. what must be said of that of 
Dr. Hamilton Wright. Dr. W right says 
the Chinese 
who are 
resident in 
America are rapidly giving up the use 
of the drug. 
The better class of Ori­ 
ental exiles not only do not smoke, 
but regard with scorn any of their 
countrymen who do. 
^Miy, then, are the importations of 
smoking opium into the United States 
increasing? 
And who smoked the 
million and a quarter dollars’ worth 
that was imported in the first l l 
months of last year? 
In the answer to these questions lies 
the interest of the United States in ex­ 
cluding opium from this country and 
stopping its use everywhere. 
The 
fact is that American women, or at 
least white women, used a large part 
of 
the 
smoking 
opium 
that 
was 
brought Into the country last year, 
and therefore supplied much of the 
great sum that went to pay for i t 
Even the lowest white men are not 
likely 
to develop a 
hankering 
for 
opium, but 
degraded white 
women 
yield to it as readily as any Chinese 
ever did. Possibly they want to forget 
perhaps opium helps them to blot 
out for a time that which they would 
not remember. 
In any event every 
great 
city 
contains 
places 
where 
women may go to smoke opium, and in 
New York in particular, one need not 
go far down the hall of many a cheap 
lodging house to catch the fumes of 
the drug with which China has wres­ 
tled for 700 years. 
If white women used even half of 
the smoking opium that was brought 
to the United States last year, and 
each woman during the year bought 
$20 worth there are 30,000 such women 
in this country. 
It doesn't seem pos-

RATION TWAT IS BEST 
FOR THE DAIRY COW 


Missouri Agricultural College. 


The ordinary pasture grasses, espe­ 
cially blue grass, when in the grow­ 
ing state, contain the proper propor­ 
tion of nutrients to ♦ enable a dairy 
cow to produce the maximum amount 
of milk of which she is capable. The 
winter ration, on the other hand, is 
liable to have these nutrients out of 
proportion. 
This is one point where­ 
in common practice falls far short of 
continuing the 
summer 
conditions 
throughout the winter. 
The feeding 
of a ration not properly balanced is 
one of the most common mistakes 
made on the average farm in the corn 
belt on account of the usual abun­ 
dance and cheapness of corn and corn 
fodder. 
Many farmers have corn fodder and 
timothy hay for roughness and prac­ 
tically nothing ip the way of grain 
but corn. 
FYom such a selection of 
feeds it is impossible 
to 
make 
a 
ration that supplies the necessary 
nutrients for heavy production of milk. 
It Is possible to make a fairly good 
ration using these feeds for rough­ 
ness. but It is only possible to do so 
by buying large quantities 
of 
mill 


The third summer condition, which 
we desire to continue throughout the 
winter, is that of a supply of succu­ 
lent feed. By the term succulent feed 
is meant feed having that property 
possessed by green grass. 
Such feed 
has a value outside of 
the 
actual 
nutrients It contains on account of its 
favorable effect upon the digestion of 
the animal. There are two methods in 
use for supplying this succulent feed 
during the winter season. One is the 
use of^root crops and the other the 
use of silage. 
In some parts of the 
world the use of root'crops is alm ost 
universal, and is the solution of 
the 
problem. 
In this state the 
use 
of 
silage is far more practical, however, 
than the use of root crops, and for 
that reason 
it is 
recommended 
ex­ 
clusively for this purpose. 
The following rations 
supply 
the 
necessary material to 
produce milk. 
economically. If the cow will not give 
a good flow of milk in the early part 
of the milking period and when fed a 
liberal amount of one of these rations, 
It Indicates she is not adapted by na­ 
ture to be used as a dairy cow and

feeds that are rich in protein. 
The 
thing for the farm er to do is to raise 
the feeds he requires on his own farm, 
as far as possible, and it is possible to 
produce practically ail that is needed 
to make a balanced ration. The place 
to begin in considering the feeding of 
an animal is always with the rough­ 
ness, since the character of the rough­ 
ness determines to a large extent the 
kind of grain it is advisable to feed. 
The cheapest source of protein is in 
leglminous hays, including clover, a1 
falfa and cow pea. 
If an abundant 
supply of any one of these hays is 
on hand, the problem of making an 
economical balanced ration is 
very 
much simplified. 
The use of 
these 
hays makes it unnecessary to buy any 
cottonseed meal for ordinary dairy 
cows, and makes it possible that the 
principal grain used be corn, which 
usually is our cheapest grain. 
Even 
cow pea or alfalfa hay alone, with 
corn for grain, makes a fairly good 
ration for an ordinary dairy cow, and 
such a ration could be substituted with 
good results for that of timothy hay 
and corn fodder. 
When hay is pur­ 
chased, it is always best to purchase 
one of the kinds mentioned, as the 
price is about the same, or lower than 
that of timothy, which is far Inferior 
as a milk producing food. If any hay 
is to be sold from the farm it should 
be timothy hay and not clover or cow 
pea hay. 


should be disposed of. 
The amounts 
given are considered about right for 
the cow giving from 20 to 25 pounds 
of milk a day. 
For heavy 
milking 
cows these rations would have to be 
increased, especially in the grain, and 
for light milking cows the grain should 
be decreased. 
In making up these 
rations it is designed that the cow be 
given all the roughness she will eat 
and sufficient amount of grain to fur­ 
nish the proper amount of digestible 
material. 
It is not 
designed 
that 
these rations should be sufficient or 
best adapted for cows that are being 
fed for making records, for which a 
very maximum production is desired 
regardless of expense.

on a farm, he seems to get along 
easily without using opium, but when 
he comes to the city he picks up the 
habit within a year. 
If he smokes in 
moderation, no great harm seems to 
come to him for a while, though ulti­ 
mately it undermines his health.

the trouble is that few Chinese in the 
cities use opium moderately. 
They 
soon smoke as many times as they can

It has been proved that fermenting 
manure kills many weed seeds when 
they are kept in it for some time, but 
common experience fully justifies the 
belief that the farm may be stocked 
with weeds which com along with the 
manure. 
Weed seeds which 
are 
scattered 
abundantly wherever feed and feed 
residues are scattered, 
will 
surely 
make their appearance 
in the fields. 
Thus charlock appeared 
last 
year 
quite abundantly on the station land, 
where it had not been seen for 26 
years at least. 
On searching for the 


cause, it appeared that the junkos 
or snowbirds had been fed with wheat 
screenings on a flat roof in the neigh 
borhood during a severe winter and 
the charlock seeds in the screenings 
had no doubt been blown from the 
roof to the lawn. 
Certain manufacturers claim to de­ 
stroy the vitality of the weeds which 
they mix with feed, but in no one 
of those above reported bas even this 
measure of protection to the purchas­ 
er been thoroughly done. lh has been 
apparently attempted only in case of 
the sucrene feeds. 
All of these weeds are characteris­ 
tic of grain screenings which are the 
refuse separated from grain, in order 
to make the latter marketable or fit 
for milling. 
These screenings vary 
a good deal in quality. Thus an analy­ 
sis recently made 
here 
of 
wheat 
screenings showed about 33 per cent. 
of flax and shrunken cereal, 15 per 
cent, of foxtails, 8 per cent, of bind­ 
weeds and pigweeds. 15 per cent, of 
weed seeds of other species and 31 
per cent, of dust, broken seed and 
sand. Even such a mixture is much 
better than many others which often 
contain very little, if any, wheat or 
flax. 
An average price for screenings Is 
$12 a ton in Chicago or $16 in Chitin 
natl. 
Mixed with molasses and chaff or 
hulls, and in some cases with really 
good feed materials, some of them sen 
at prices which are nearly as high' 
as those paid for first-class feeds.

which for 700 years had alternately 
fought against and wrung revenue 
from I'ts greatest national weakness, 
rallied for another attack. 


First an edict went forth lhat every 


Chinese official who smoked opium 
must forthwith cease to do so. 


Then the common people of China 


were notified that they, too, must soon 
•top. The common people, however, 
were given ten years in which to taper 
off the habit to the vanishing point. 


China also entered into an agree- 


ment with Great Britain to decrease, 
year by year, the area devoted to 
poppy culture In China and in India. 


Of course one does not need to go 


far to find the reason for America's 
opposition to the opium-smoking habit. 
As a people, we do not burn the poppy's 
blood, and are not greedy enough to 
care to continue to collect the $6 a 
pound tax that we have levied on the 
opium that the Chinese and the white 
degenerates want to smoke. But how 
comes it that England, which once 
(ought for opium with her prmles and 
her fleets is now openly against it? 
And how comes it that China, whose 
public officials have so long fattened 
on the taxes wrung from the traffic, is 
•itting beside England? Back of these 
circumstances is a profound economic 
(act 


This fact Is that opium smoking does 


not pay. It never paid—but shorter 
sighted governmental 
officials long 


thought it did. Yet the changed view 
has not its origin In the failure of 
tariffs and Imposts of various sorts to 
wring enormous sums from those who 
•moke the Oriental pipe. Here is the 
real story in three sentences; 


Men, 
to pay taxes, must first be 
born. 


After birth they must have strength 


and Industry. 


And they must not die until they are 
too old to work. 


Now see what opium does: 
In thom> families where the father 


•mokes opium the average number of 
children Is 1.09. The few children who 
are born and who reach maturity are 
poor workers, and they die young. 


Here Is the world crying for ef- 


Klciency and prodigious production. 
IHere are the great nations scanning 
their budgets and their industries in 
desperate desire to raise the enormous 
•urns with which to maintain their 
armies. Increase their navies and carry 
on their other great governmental ac- 
tivities. And here is opium palsying 
>the hands that could turn many 
Wheel. 


I» it any wonder that the poppy 


(fields are giving way to rice, and tha 
tb,e American congress has passed a 
bill excluding smoking-opium? 
The 


«tatesmen of an older school, it la true 
would have done otherwise 
They 


-would have clutched the penny-tax and 
'lo»t the ultimate dollar. But 
England is no longer so unwise. Eng 
land knows that her Dreadnoughts 
were not launched from poppy fields; 
that they were made possible only by 
the well-worked mines and mills and 
farms of England. And while she is 
aware' that she could continue to reap 
a pittance from the poppies, she is 
now seeking bigger things. She wants 
to tax the greater products of vigor- 
ous men. 


Yet what a fight it has been for 


China to see this happy day when the 
world's interest In this matter has be- 
come-llke her own! It's a fight that 
began 700 years ago, and it illustrates, 
as nothing else can, the 
peculiar 


strength and the peculiar weakness 
that are Inherent in tbe Chinese char- 
acter. It also affords- one of the few 
illustrations of the superiority of au- 
tocratlc government over popular rule. 


countries, where it had been known, 
for a hundred years prior to the Chris- 
tian era. And at first it was used only 
for medicinal purposes. Then, as now, 
many Chinese were afflicted 
with 


fevers, and opium helped them. 


Meantime the Turks had introduced 


opium into India, where tbe natives 
soon engaged in its cultivation on a 
large scale. The Chinese.vafter "form- 
ing the opium habit, then bought their 
supplies In India. At that time there 
was a considerable export trade from 
China to India, and the Junki that car- 
ried other merchandise from the Celes- 
tial empire brought back the raw ma- 
terial from which opium Is made. 


In" 1368 the habit had become so 


widespread that the emperor, noting 
its ill effects, Issued an imperial de- 
cree against the use of and the traffic 
In opium. In the original decree he 
prescribed only moderate penalties for 
its violation, but as his subjects did 
not obey him, he increased the sever- 
ity of the penalties.until death or trans- 
portation became the lot of every 
one who persisted in the use of the 
baneful pipe. 
And. as the Chinese 


1850 
he saved them the trouble by 
dying. 


From that day until two years ago 


no Chinese emperiw* dared say any 
thing against smoking. 
The Chinese 


raised popples in nine of the eighteen 
provinces of their country, and would 
have raised more if the climate ant 
the soil had been suitable. From an 
importer of the drug China has be- 
come an exporter. Almost all of the 
opium that is brought into the United 
States comes from tbe Flowery king 
dom. No longer does.it pay tribute 
to Britain for Its supplieu. 
Britain 


can tax the trade in her own India, 
but that's a good deal like trying to 
lift herself by her own bootstraps. And 
as was said at the beginning, when a 
national vice does not pay it is in 
bad way. 


The Chinese consul in New York 


was sought to throw light on the ef- 
forts of his government, after 70 years 
of silent resignation, to free its sub- 
ects from the opium habit. He was 
educated at George Washington and 
Columbia universities and speaks Eng- 
lish well. 


•"Will the Chines;," he was asked, 


"be able to break off the opium habit 
In the ten years In which they have 
been given to do it?" 
, "I think so," he replied. "The gov- 
ernment has already taken extraordi- 
nary measures to curtail tbe sale of 
the drug, and ths Increasing difficulty 
with which it may be obtained will as- 
sist victims of tbe smoking habit in 
breaking off. It used to be, for In- 
stance, so that any coolie in a city 
need not go more than half the length 
of one of your city blocks to find a 
place where he could 
buy all the 


opium he wanted or could pay for 
more than that, there were In all Chi- 
nese cities places where anybody 
could go to smoke the pipes and other 
appliances being furnished by the 
proprietors. 
These places were for 


"Yet the health of such n» these 
variably 
become 
most approaching the skeleton stage— 
then they lose strength, ambition and 
lastly life itself. 


"In the country It is different. Many 


farmers who raise poppies do not 
smoke opium. As a result they have 
good health and live Wng. It Is not 
unusual (or a Chinese farmer to reach 
the age of 70 or- 80 and occasionally 
one hangs on until Tie is 100." 


Those who have believed that opium 


smoking is a natural vice in China will 
perhaps be surprised at the consul's 
statement to the contrary. Yet this 
statement is verified by the fact that 
China's birth rate remains moderately 
high,, notwithstanding the lew rate In 
the cities, where opium is u«ed. 


But, if the consul's statement be sur- 


prising, what must be said of that of 
Dr. Hamilton Wright. Dr. Wright say* 
the Chinese 
who are 
resident in 


America are rapidly giving up the use 
of the drug. The better class of Ori- 
ental exiles not only do not smoke, 
but regard with scorn any of their 
countrymen who do.

Common Mistake Made in 'Cora Belt Is to Feed Too Much 


Corn—By C. H. Eckles, Professor of Dairying, 


Missouri Agricultural College. 


The ordinary pasture grasses, espe- 


cially blue grass, when in the grow- 
ing state, contain the proper propor- 
tion of nutrients to .enable a dairy 
cow to producaVhe maximum amount 
of milk of which she is capable. The 
winter ration, on the other hand, is 
liable to have these nutrients out of 
proportion. This is one point where- 
in common practice falls far short of 
continuing the 
summer conditions 


throughout the winter. The feeding 
of a ration not properly balanced Is 
one of the most common mistakes 
made on the average farm in the corn 
belt on account of the usual abun- 
dance and cheapness of corn and corn 
fodder.

Opium was unknown in China until 


the latter part of the twelfth century 
Who brought It there perhaps does not 
make so much difference, since it is 
there, but the British say the Arabs 
did. 
At any rate, the dried juice of 


tbe poppy came from some of the 
•astern Europeans or western Asiatic 


at the eighteenth century. 


British rule having been imposed 


upon India, the government In 1757 
ranted to the East India Company a 
monopoly of the trade in opium. Tbe 
East India Company at once cast its 
yes Chlnaward. Tbere it saw an em- 
eror who had forbidden the importa- 
lon or use of opium; there It also saw 
aws fixing the opium smoker's penalty 
t death. But there it also saw Chi- 


nese gold, and plans were at once laid 
to provide the Chinese with opium 
whether their emperor would have it 
or not., 


The scheme devised was for Brit- 


ish ships to lie off Chinese ports and 
deliver opium to such Chinese mer- 
chants as might come out to buy. And 
the plan worked so well that In 1790 
600,000 pounds of the forbidden pro- 
duct were sold in China. 


Of course the Chinese government 


did not sit idly by. It cut off a few 
heads and sent many persons out of 
the country for the country's good; 
but the smoking of opium went on. 
What's the threat of death to a man 
who wants to do something' Around 
the world In England at that very mo- 
ment men were stealing five-shilling 
purses and being hanged for It. And 
the Chinese continued to smoke their 
opium. In 1830 the East India Com- 
pany sold to them and they smoked 
2,600,000 pounds. 
The East India 


Dompany was, beco'ming rich and the 
British government took toll from 'its 
rade. 


History records the fact tnat In the 


•ear 1837 the Chinese emperor screwed 
up his courage and talked fight The 
sale of opium to his subjects must 
stop. The supply ships that were lying 
outside his harbors must clear out. If 
they didn't there would be,trouble. So 
he said in his proclamation. 


The British East India Company 


treated him as if he were a chattering 
child. 
Not a ship moved. 
Not a 


Chinaman came after opium who did 
not get It. Everything went on as be- 
fore. 


But the emperor was no chattering 


child. He was a raging, roaring old 
man. 
He felt precisely as the Boston- 


era did when the tea-laden 
British 


ships came in after their tax. And 
he did precisely what the citizens of 
Boston did—boarded 
the ships, by 


proxy of course, and dumped the 
opium 
into 
the 
ocean—3,000,000 


of Chinese whor could not afford to 
own pipes. It was the custom of Chi- 
nese laborers to drop Into these re- 
sorts two or three times & day and 
smoke, Just as an American laborer 
may take a glass of beer at noon and 
another at night. 


"All this is now changed. The Chi- 


nese 
government has Imposed 
the 


same sort of regulations upon the sale 
of smoking opium that macj, American 
municipalities have imposed upon the 
sale of liquor. If the public officials 
of America were suddenly ordered to 
stop smoking cigars I Imagine' the 
command would be obeyed only with 
the greatest difficulty by some of the

Of course this act was construed by 


the British to constitute a cause for 
war, and hostilities were opened as 
soon as the aggrieved parsons could 
get their guns into action.

The third summer condition, which

There are two methods in 
use for supplying this succulent feed 
during-the winter season. One Is the 
use of'root crops and the other the 
use of silage.

The 
thing for the farmer to do is to raise 
the feeds he requires on bis own farm 
as far as possible, and it is possible to 
produce practically all that Is needed 
to make a balanced ration. The place 
to begin In considering the feeding of 
an animal is always with the rough- 
ness, since the character of the rough- 
ness determines to a large extent tbe 
kind of grain It Is advisable to feed. 


The cheapest source of protein is In 


leglmlnous hays, Including clover, al- 
falfa and cow pea. If an abundant 
supply of any one of these hays is 
on hand, the problem of making an 
economical balanced ration Is very 
much simplified. 
Tbe use of these 


hays makes it unnecessary to buy any 
cottonseed meal for ordinary dairy 
cows, and makes It possible that tbe 
principal grain used be corn, which 
usually is our cheapest grain. Even 
cow pea or alfalfa hay alone, with 
corn for grain, makes a fairly good 
ration for an ordinary dairy cow, and 
such a ration could be substituted with 
good results for that of timothy hay 
and corn fodder. When hay Is pur- 
chased, it is always best to purchase 
one of- the kinds mentioned, as the 
price is about the same, or lower than 
that of timothy, which is far inferior 
as a milk producing food. If any hay 
Is to be sold from the farm it should 
be timothy hay and not clover or cow. 
pea hay.

should be disposed of. The amounts 
given are considered about right for 
the cow giving from 20 to 26 pound* 
of milk a day. For heavy milking 
cows these rations would have to be 
Increased, especially In the grain, and 
for light milking cows tbe grain should 
be decreased.

rations It Is designed that the cow be 
given all the roughness she will eat 
and sufficient amount of grain to fur- 
nish the proper amount of digestible 
material.

quickly detected by casual inspection, 
because they are variously mixed with 
chaff and oat hulls, with linseed, bar- 
ley and corn products and are often 
mixed or smeared with molasses. 


These facts are naturally not men- 


tioned in the statements of composi- 
-tlon, yet they-are more Important to 
the buyer than the chemical analysis. 


A moderate food value may be 


granted to ground weed seeds, or to 
some species of them, but it is very 
doubtful If small whole seeds 
are 


broken up and digested by the animal* 


It has been proved that fermenting 


manure kills many weed seeds when 
they are kept in It-for some time;' but 
common experience fully justifies,the 
belief that tbe farm may be stocked 
with weeds which com along with the 
manure. 


Weed seeds which are scattered 


abundantly wherever feed and feed 
residues are scattered, will 
surely 


make their appearance in the fields.

I Therefore, when the statesmen ot 
the earth reached the tardy conclusion 
that the- encouragement of opium 
smoking really did not pay, the gaunt 


nt of the poppy fields was ready to 
bowled over, writes Allan L. Ben- 


At this propitious moment the 


United States government, which had 


Bought to fatten on the opium 


Bo, initiated a world-wide 
fight 


against it. 


That was two years ago. China, 


which for 700 years had alternately 
fought against and wrung 
revenue 


from Its greatest national weakness; 
rallied for another attack. 


First an edict went forth that every 


Chinese official who smoked opium 
must forthwith cease to do so. 


Then the common people of China 


were notified that they, too, must soon 
stop. The common people, however, 
were given ten years In which to taper 
off the habit to the vanishing point. 


China also entered into an agree- 


ment with Great Britain to decrease, 
year by year, the area devoted to 
poppy culture in China and in India. 


Of course one does not need to go 


far to find the reason for America's 
opposition to the opium-smoking habit. 
Aa a people, we do not burn the poppy's 
blood, and are not greedy enough to 
care to continue to collect the $6 
pound tax that we have levied on the 
opium that the Chinese and the white 
degenerates want to smoke. But how 
comes it that England, which once 
fought for opium with her frmlea and 
her fleets is now openly against it? 
And how comes it that China, whose 
public officials have so long fattened 
on the taxes wrung from the traffic, is 
•itting beside England? Back of these 
circumstances is a profound economic 
(act 


This fact is that opium smoking does 


not pay. It never paid—but shorter- 
elgnted governmental 
officials long 


thought it did. Yet the changed view. 
ha* not its origin in the failure of 
tariffs and Imposts of various sorts to 
wring enormous sums from those who 
•moke the Oriental pipe. Here is the 
real story in three sentences: 


Men, 
to pay taxes, must first be 


born. 


After birth they must have strength 


and Industry. 


And they must not die until they are 


too old to work. 


Now see what opium does: 
In those families where the father 


•mokes opium the average number of 
children is 1.09. The few children who 
are born and who reach maturity are 
poor workers, and they die young. 


Here Is the world crying for ef- 


glciency and prodigious production. 
IHere are the great nations scanning 
their budgets and their industries in 
desperate desire to raise the enormous 
•urns with which to maintain their 
armies. Increase their navies and carry 
on their other great governmental ac- 
tivities. And here is opium palsying 
the hands that could turn many a 
Wheel. 


Is it any wonder that the poppy 


(fields are giving way to rice, and that 
ithe American congress has passed a 
bill excluding smoktng-opium? 
The 


«tatesmen of an older school, it is true, 
would have done otherwise 
They 


-would have clutched the penny-tax and 
lost the ultimate dollar. But even 
Emgland is no longer so unwise. Eng- 
land knows that her Dreadnoughts 
were not launched from poppy fields; 
that they were made possible only by 
the well-worked mines and mills and 
farms of England. And while she is 
aware' that she could continue to reap 
a pittance from the pV>ppi«s, she is 
now seeking bigger things. She wants 
to Hal the greater products of vigor- 
ous men. 


Yet what a fight It has been for 


China to see this happy day when the 
world's interest in this matter has be- 
come-like her own! It's a fight that 
began TOO years ago, and it illustrates, 
as nothing else can, the peculiar 
•trength 
and the peculiar weakness 


that are inherent in the Chinese char- 
acter. It also affords- one of the few 
illustrations of the superiority of au- 
tocratic government over popular rule. 
For while the people 
of the opli 


habit, always vigorously fought for 
even as they are now rioting a; 
the curtailment of the poppy fields, the 
government has always opposed it, 
precisely as it opposes it to-day. Some- 
times it has yielded to exterior force, 
and then it has shown its weakness 
by impoverishing with taxes 
those 


whose bodies opium was impoverish- 
ing. 


Opium was unknown in China until 


the tatter part of the twelfth century 
Who brought It there perhaps does not 
make so much difference, since it is 
there, but the British say the Arabs 
did. 
At any rate, the dried juice of 


the poppy came from some of the 
eastern Europeans or western Asiatic 


countries, where it had been known 
for a hundred years prior to the Chris- 
tian era. And at first it was used only 
for medicinal purposes. Then, as now, 
many Chinese were afflicted with 
fevers, and opium helped them. 


Meantime the Turks had Introduced 


opium into India, where the natives 
soon engaged in its cultivation on a 
large scale. The Chinese,* after'form- 
ing the opium habit, then bought their 
supplies in India. At that time there 
was a considerable export trade from 
China to India, and the JunVw that car- 
ried other merchandise from the Celes- 
tial empire brought back the raw ma- 
terial from which opium la made. 


In" 1368 the habit had become so 


widespread that the emperor, noting 
its ill effects, issued an imperial de- 
cree against the use of and the traffic 
in opium. In the original decree he 
prescribed only moderate penalties for 
its violation, but as his subjects did 
not obey him, he increased the sever- 
ity of the penalties.until death or trans- 
portation became the lot of every 
one who persisted In the use of the 
baneful pipe. 
And, as the Chinese 


had then been smoking opium less 
than SO years, they broke off the habll 
just as an American youth who has 
smoked tobacco only a year or two 
can give up the use ot tobacco. 


But, like the American boy who 


"swears off" and then in two months 
goes back to his tobacco, the Chinese 
in a few years resumed the use of 
opium and again a stern emperor 
stopped it. 
Nor was opium again 


smoked in China until the latter part 
ot the eighteenth century. 


British rule having been imposed 


upon India, the government in 175' 
granted to the East India Company a 
monopoly of the trade in opium. The 
East India Company at once cast its 
eyes Chlnaward. There it saw an em- 
peror who had forbidden the importa- 
tion or use of opium; there it also saw 
laws fixing the opium smoker's penalty 
at death. But there it also saw Chi- 
nese gold, and plans were at once laid 
to provide the Chinese with opium 
whether their emperor would have tt 
or not., 


The scheme devised was for Brit- 


ish ships to lie off Chinese ports and 
deliver opium to such Chinese mer- 
chants as might come out to buy. And 
the plan worked so well that in 1790 
600,000 pounds of the forbidden pro- 
duct were sold in China, 


Of course the Chinese government 


did not sit idly by. It cut off a few 
leads and sent many persons out of 
the country for the country's good; 
but the smoking of opium went on. 
What's the threat of death to a man 
who wants to do something' Around 
:he world in England at that very mo- 
ment men were stealing five-shilling 
purses and being hanged for it. And 
.he Chinese continued to smoke their 
opium. In 1830 the East India Com- 
pany sold to them and they smoked 
2,500,000 pounds. 
The East India 


Company was, becoming rich and the 
British government took toll from 'its 
rade. 


History records the fact tnat in the 


year 1837 the Chinese emperor screwed 
up his courage and talked fight The 
sale of opium to his subjects must 
stop. The supply ships that were lying 
outside his harbors must clear out. If 
they didn't there wpuld be .trouble. So 
he said in his proclamation. 


The British East India Company 


treated him as if he were a chattering 
child. 
Not a ship moved. 
Not a 


Chinaman came after opium who did 
not get it. Everything went on as be- 
fore. 


But the emperor was no chattering 


child. He was a raging, roaring old 
man. 
He felt precisely as the Boston- 


era 
did when the tea-laden British 


ships came in after their tax. And 
he did precisely what the citizens of 
Boston did—boarded the ships, by 
proxy of course, and dumped 
the 


opium 
into 
the 
ocean—3,000,000 


pounds of it! 


Of course this act was construed by 


the British to constitute a cause for 
war, and hostilities were opened as 
soon as the aggrieved persons could 
get their guns into action. This was in 
1840. 
The Chinese, even in that day, 


wcr6 as poor flghtars as they are now. 
In a little while a British fleet had 


itured Chusan. The next year the 


forts foil, and then Canton, 


Amoy. Shanghai, Chapoo, and a lot of 
''"** 
places gave up the ghost. By 


12 the Chinese emperor was very 


glad to buy peace by ceding Hong- 
kong, paying an indemnity of (21.000,- 
000, and throwing open four ports to 
foreign' trade. . He even humiliated 
himself by degrading 
Commissioner 


Lin who had carried ut the emperor's 
orders. Nor did he get even the thanks 
of his own subjects for his efforts In 
their befcalf. 
The whole empire was 


torn 
with rebellion. Rebel 
armies 


robbed, murdered and plundered al- 
most as they pleased. It they had had 
an intelligent leader who could have 
welded them together ana directed 
them with spirit, they might have done 
away with old Taou-kwang, but to 


18EO he saved them the trouble by 
dying, 
j 


From that day until two years ago 


no Chinese emperi^ dared say any- 
thing against smoking. The Chinese 
raised popples in nine of the eighteen 
provinces ot their country, and would 
have raised more if the climate and 
the soil had been suitable. 
From an 


importer ot the drug China has be- 
come an exporter. Almost all of the 
opium that is brought into the United 
States comes from the Flowery king- 
dom. No longer does,it pay tribute 
to Britain for Its supplies. 
Britain 


can tax the trade in her own India, 
but that's a good deal like trying to 
lift herself by her own bootstraps. And 
as wag said at the beginning, when a 
national vice does not pay it is in at 
had way. 


The Chinese consul in New York 


was sought to throw light on the ef- 
forts of his government, after 70 years 
of silent resignation, "to free its sub- 
jecta from the opium habit. He was 
educated at George Washington and 
Columbia universities and speaks Eng- 
lish well. 


•Will the Chinese," he was asked, 


"be able to break off the opium habit 
In the ten years in which they have 
been given to do it?" 
, "I think so," he replied. "The gov- 
ernment has already taken extraordi- 
nary measures to curtail the sale of 
the drug, and the Increasing difficulty 
with which it may be obtained will as- 
sist victims of the smoking habit in 
breaking off. 
It used to be, for in- 


stance, so that any coolie in a city 
need not go more than halt the length 
of one of your city blocks to find a 
place where 
he could 
buy all the 


opium he wanted or could pay for. 
more than that, there were In all Chi- 
nese cities places where anybody 
could go to smoke the pipes and other 
appliances being furnished by the 
proprietors. 
These places were for 


.the accommodation of the poorer class 
of Chinese whor could not afford to 
own pipes. It was the custom of Chi- 
nese laborers to drop into these re- 
sorts two or three times & day and 
smoke, Just as an American laborer 
may take a glass of beer at noon and 
another at night. 


"All this is now changed. The Chi- 


nese 
government has imposed 
the 


same sort of regulations upon the sale 
,ot smoking opium that man j, American 
municipalities have imposed upon the 
sale ot liquor. If the public officials 
of America were suddenly ordered to 
stop smoking cigars I imagine" the 
command would be obeyed only with 
the greatest difficulty by some of the 


"Yet the health of such xV these In- 


variably soon gives way. First ther 
become ghastly thin—sometimes al- 
most approaching the skeleton stage— 
then they lose strength, ambition and 
lastly lite itself. 


"In the country It Is different. Many 


farmers who raise poppies do not 
smoke opium. As a result they have 
good health and lire long. It is not 
unusual for a Chinese fanner to reach 
the age of 70 or- 80 and occasionally 
one hangs on until lie is 100." 


Those who have believed that opium 


smoking is a natural vice in China will 
perhaps be surprised at the consul's 
statement to the contrary. Yet this 
statement is verified by the fact that 
China's birth rate remains moderately 
high,, notwithstanding the lew rate tn 
the cities, where opium is u?ed. 


But, if the consul's statement be sur- 


prising, what must be said of that ot 
Dr. Hamilton Wright. Dr. Wright says 
the Chinese 
who are 
resident In 


America are rapidly giving up the use 
of the drug. The better class of Ori- 
ental exiles not only do not smoke, 
but regard with scorn any of their 
countrymen who do. 


Why, then, are the importations of 


smoking opium into the United States 
increasing? 
And who smoked the 


million and a quarter dollars' worth 
that was imported in the first 11 
months of last year? 


In the answer to these questions lies 


the Interest of the United States in ex- 
cluding opium from this country and 
stopping its use everywhere. 
The 


fact is that American women, or at 
least white women, used a large part 
ot the smoking opium that 
was 


brought Into the country last year, 
and therefore supplied much ot the 
great sum that went to pay for It. 
Even the lowest white men are not 
likely to develop a hankering 
Tor 


opium, but 
degraded white 
women 


yield to It as readily as any Chinese 
ever did. Possibly they want to forget 
—perhaps opium helps them to blot 
out for a time that which they would 
not remember. 
In any event, every 


great 
city 
contains 
places where 


women may go to smoke opium, and in 
New York in particular, one need not 
go far down the hall of many a cheap 
lodging house to catch the fumes of 
the drug with which China has wres- 
tled for 700 years. 


If white women used even half ol 


the smoking opium that was brought 
to the United States last year, and 
each woman during the year bought 
F20 worth there are 30,000 such women 
In this country. It doesn't seem pos- 
sible! But the opium was brought 


fi

men who have been using tobacco 20 
30 or 40 years. They have the habit. 
That's the. differences-public officials 
n China have not the opium habit. 


'It is unfortunately tru? that the 


ower classes in the cities are slaves 
of the pipe. When a poor man lives 
on a farm, he seems to gat along 
easily without using opium, but when 
le* comes to the city he picks up the 
labit within a year. If he smokes in 
moderation, no great harm seems to 
come to him for a while, though ulti- 
mately it undermines his health. But 
.he trouble is that few Chinese in the 
cities use opium moderately. 
They 


soon smoke as many times as they can 
during the day, and go at it again at 
night, continuing until 
sleep over- 


lowers them- In this way they econo- 
mize on food, for one who smokes 
mmoderately cannot eat much and 
they are also able to do a 
great 


amount of work for a while vlthout 
feeling the usual fatigue.

opium becomes a law. To be caught 
smoking or merely to be found with 
the drug in one's possession will then 
make the offender liable to two years' 
imprisonment Yet precisely as there 
were Chinese 600 years ago who lost 
their heads because they could not 
forego their pipes, doubtless there are 
American woman who will go to 
prison if they can get the forbidden 
drug with which to violate the law. 
For it is as difficult to break a bad 
habit as It Is to form a good one. 


RATION THAT IS BEST 


FOR THE DAIRY COt 


Common Mistake Made in 'Cora Belt Is to Feed Too Much 


Corn—By C. H. Eckles, Professor of Dairying, 


Missouri Agricultural College. 


The ordinary pasture grasses, espe- 


cially blue grass, when In the grow- 
ing state, contain the proper propor- 
tion of nutrients to,enable a dairy 
cow to produce Vhe maximum amount 
of milk of which she is capable. The 
winter ration, on the other hand, is 
liable to have these nutrients out of 
proportion. This la one point where- 
in common practice falls far short of 
continuing the 
summer 
conditions 


throughout the winter. The feeding 
of a ration not properly balanced is 
one of the most common mistakes 
made on the average farm in the corn 
belt on account of the usual abun- 
dance and cheapness of corn and corn 
fodder. 


Many farmers have corn fodder and 


timothy hay for roughness and prac- 
tically nothing in the way of grain 
but corn. Prom such a' selection of 
feeds It Is impossible 
to 
make a 


ration that supplies the necessary 
nutrients for heavy production of milk. 
It is possible to make a fairly good 
ration using these feeds tor rough- 
ness, but it Is only possible to do so 
by buying large quantities of 
mill 


The third summer condition, which 


we desire to continue throughout the 
winter. Is that of a supply of succu- 
lent feed. By the term succulent feed 
is meant feed having that property 
possessed by green grass. Such feed 
has a value outside of the 
actual 


nutrients It contains on account of Its 
favorable effect upon the digestion ot 
the animal. There are two methods in 
use for supplying this succulent feed 
during-the winter season. One is the 
use of'root crops and the other the 
use of silage. 
In some parts of the 


world the use of root-crops is almost 
universal, and is the solution of the 
problem. 
In this state the use of 


silage is far more practical, however, 
than the use of root crops, and for 
that reason it is recommended ex- 
clusively for this purpose. 


The following rations supply the 


necessary material to produce milk, 
economically. If the cow will not give 
a good flow of milk in the early part 
of the milking period and when fed a 
liberal amount of one ot these rations, 
It indicates she Is not adapted by na- 
ture to be used as ft dairy cow and

feeds that are rich in protein. The 
thing for the farmer to do is to raise 
the feeds be requires on his own farm, 
as far as possible, and it Is possible to 
produce practically all that Is needed 
to make a balanced ration. The place 
to begin in considering the feeding of 
an animal is always with the rough- 
ness, since the character of the rough- 
ness determines to a large extent the 
kind of grain it is advisable to feed. 


The cheapest source of protein is in 


legimlnouB hays, Including clover, al- 
falfa and cow pea. 
If an abundant 


supply of any one of these hays is 
on hand, the problem of making an 
economical balanced ration is very 
much simplified. The ««e of these 
hays makes It unnecessary to buy any 
cottonseed meal for ordinary dairy 
cows, and makes it possible that the 
principal grain used be corn, which 
usually is our cheapest grain. Even 
cow pea or alfalfa hay alone, with 
corn for grain, makes a fairly good 
ration for an ordinary dairy cow, and 
such a ration could be substituted with 
good results for that of timothy hay 
and corn fodder. When hay is pur- 
chased, it is always best to purchase 
one of- the kinds mentioned, as the 
price Is about the same, or lower than 
that of timothy, which is far inferior 
as a milk producing food. If any hay 
is to be sold from the farm it should 
be timothy hay and not clover or cow 
pea hay. 


5, SEEDS 


AND WEEDS 


A JDanar^ to the Farm—By B. H. 
JenKi^a, Director Connecticut 
Experiment Station. 


There are a number of mixtures 


sold as feeds which contain 
large 


quantities of seeds of undesirable and 
pestilent weeds of which a consider- 
able portion are alive and will, under 
proper conditions, promptly germinate 
and grow. 


The weed seeds are not always 


quickly detected by casual Inspection, 
because they are variously mixed with 
chaff and oat hulls, with linseed, bar- 
ley and corn products and are often 
mixed or smeared with molasses. 


These facts are naturally not men- 


tioned in the statements of composi- 
tion, yet they are more Important to 
the buyer than the chemical analysis. 


A moderate food value may be 


granted to ground weed seeds, or to 
some species of them, but It Is very 
doubtful if small whole 
seeds are 


broken up and digested by the animal- 


It has been proved that fermenting 


manure kills many weed seeds when 
they are kept in It-for some time;' but 
common experience fully justifies,the 
belief that the farm may be stocked 
with weeds which com along with the 
manure. 


Weed seeds which are scattered 


abundantly wherever feed and feed 
residues are scattered, 
will 
surely 


make their appearance in the fields. 
Thus charlock appeared 
last year 


Quite abundantly on the station land, 
where it had not been seen tot 26 
years at least. OB* searching for the 


should be disposed of. The amounts 
given are considered about right for 
the cow giving from 20 to 25 pounds 
of milk a day. For heavy 
milking 


cows these rations would have to be 
Increased, especially In the grain, and 
for light milking cows the grain should 
be decreased. 
In making up these 


rations It Is designed that the cow be 
given all the roughness she will eat 
and sufficient amount ot grain to fur- 
nish the proper amount of digestible 
material.

Certain manufacturers claim to de- 


stroy the vitality of the weeds which 
they mix with feed, but in no one 
of those above reported has even this 
measure of protection to the purchas- 
er been thoroughly done.
